(4) Every requisition under this clause shall 
be ina form to be prescribed by rules under 
the Indian Electricity Act, 19035 
the form shall be kept at the office of the 
licensee and supplied free of charge to any 
applicant. 

X. (1) Where a requisition is made by the 
Local Government or by a 
local authority requiring

than ene year energy for any publig lamps 
within the distance of one hundres yards from 
any distributing main in which the licensee 
is required to maintain a supply of energy
